HINTS ON PREPARING COWS FOR OFFICIAL 


TESTING. 

Nothing has costributed more to ad- 
vance public interest in the Holstein- 
Friesian breed than official testing. To 
some extent this has revolutionized the 
handling of the breed, ttaking it from the 
speculating or business class and put- 
ting it largely into the hands of com- 
mon dairy farmers. Here it has led to 
the discovery of many great cows that 
would otherwise have remained un- 
known; and it has also stimulated to 
much greater activity in the improve- 
ment of the breed. We find at the pres- 
ent time many of the more highly bred 
bulls and cows in the smaller herds 
widely distributed throughout the prin- 
cipal dairy sections of “our {country. 
This is greatly in tthe interest of this 
class of common dairy farmers, for 
which I write this article. 

Preparations for official testing should 
begin weeks, if not months, before the 
daie on which the cow is expected to 
calve. The prevailing idea that a cow 
should be poor in flesh at the time of 
her calving is a mistaken one. She 
should be in good health and strength 
and in good if not in a superior condi- 
tion of flesh. Nature indicates this: It 
is a fact recognized by many common 
dairymen that a cow ordinorily well fed 
will apparently fatten more rapidly dur- 
ing the seven or eight weeks next pre- 
ceding parturition than at any other 
period. I believe she should be fed 
very liberally during these weeks. Or- 
dinarily American dairymen keep their 
cows in low condition, not only for offi- 
cial testing but also for greatest net 
profit. The common dairymen of Hol- 
land always keep their herds in high 
condition. Milk fever is no more fre 
quent in their herds than in ours. I 
repeat, the cow ahould always be in a 
strong if not fleshy condition at the time 
she is expected to drop her calf. If 
she is really a superior milker, such a 
cow as our dairy herds ought to be 
composed of, she will return the fat 
that she has accumulated around her 
kidneys and in the interstices of her 
muscular system in increased quantities 
of milk and fat during the few weeks 
that follow calving. 

Assuming, then, she is in good health 





and strength as the time approaches 
for calving, she should then be pro- 
vided with a box stall or some other 
means by which she may be secluded 
from annoyance during parturition. If 
she needs help at this time it should be 
given as gently and as quietly as possi- 
ble. I believe it is better to remove her 
calf from her sight and hearing imme- 
diately on its delivery. Her milker, who 
should also be her care-taker at least 
ustil the close of her official test, 
should now take charge of her. He 
should remain with her whatever time 
he can spare from his other duties and 
try to win to himself the natural affec- 
tion that comes with maternity. Many 
a cow is thus led to accept of her milker 
in place of her calf. It is well known 
that milk-giving is partially under the 
control of the cow’s will. If he gains 
her affection that would have naturally 
been bestowed upon her calf, the secret 
of the successful milker is reached. She 
will now be ready to respond to his de- 
mands to the utmost of her ability. 
During the first two days after calving 
she should be milked often, but at no 
time exhaustively. After this period is 
closed he should settle on the number 
of times a day that she should be milked 
and fix upon the hours on which they 
should commence. These hours should 
divide tthe day into equal periods on 
which he should commence milking with 
all possible regularity. After this, at 
all times she should milk rapidly and 
near the close of milking manipulate 
her udder until he is able to empty it 
exhaustively. It is well known that the 
milk obtained by manipulation is espe- 
cially rich in fat, and her record may be 
thus considerably increased. 

It is a question whether three or four 
milkings per day will result in highest 
records. Nearly all Holstein-Friesian 
breeders have their cows milked three 
times a day during the weeks that fol- 
low to the close of the official test. 
During the official year 1902-3 many 
breeders had their cows milked four 
times a day during this period. If I 
remember correctly, nearly half of the 
cows which made records admitting 
them to registration were milked four 
times. I made a computation of the 
results in the different classes for which 
prizes were offered. I found that the 
average record in four of the seven 
classes was larger when the cows were 
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milked three times a day. In the other 
three classes the average record was 
larger when the cows were milked four 
times a day. I came to the conclusion 
that it was unwise to exceed three milk- 
ings a day except in rare cases, in which 
it might be painful to the cow to carry 
her milk for eight hours; for instance, 
when a full-age cow produces over 25 
pounds in this period of eight hours. 

Excitement or annpyance from any 
cause will tend to change the quality 
of milk. I think it more often impairs 
the quality. Exposure to storms also 
lessens the percentage of fat. Although 
we were taught a few years ago that 
the quality rarely ever changed, it has 
been shown by official testing that it is 
subject to marvelous changes. The 
feverish condition that follows parturi- 
tion, which in rare cases may continue 
ten or fifteen days, apears to greatly 
increase the percentage of fat. Cases 
have been brought to light in which the 
normal quality of three to three and a 
half per cent. fat has been advanced to 
an abnormal quality of eight to ten per 
cent. The justice of allowing records 
made under such feverish conditions is 
questionable. 

The amount of food and the way of 
feeding are among the most important 
considerations in the preparation of cows 
for official testing. The individuality of 
the cow should be studiel. Some cows 
will refuse kinds of food that others 
will voraciously consume. For instance, 
some will refuse wheat bran offered 
them in a mash that they will eagerly 
take in dry form. During the prepara- 
tion for official testing it is unwise to 
attempt to change the tastes and habits 
of a cow. It is better to give her the 
kinds of food that she has been used to 
eating, and in the form that she has 
usually taken them. The kind of food 
does not matter so much as the quality 
and condition. If wheat bran, corn- 
meal or ground oats, or-any other kind 
of food is unsound or is even slightly 
defective in smell or taste, it should 
not be offered the cow. The consump- 
tion of unsound or mouldy food always 
affects the bowels of the animal, and 
indigestion or pain in the bowels is sure 
to lessen the normal quality of her milk. 
The cow should be gradually fed up to 
the limit of her digestive ability. There 
should be no further increase when this 
is reached. From this time on to the 
close of her test she should be held as 
closely as possible to this limit and 
regularly fed at the hours fixed upon. 
Besides grain and hay she should, if 
possible, have roots or ensilage. The 
ensilage should always be what is called 
“sweet ensilage.” I have a theory, not 
proven, that sweet ensilage is not only 
a nutrient but also a stimulant, and’ that 
it stimulates milk production beyond 
other foods. After she has consumed 
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what she requires, the box or enclosure 
from which she has taken food should 
be cleared of all refuse. It should al- 
ways be kept sweet and and 
should never be in a condition annoying 
to the smell of the cow. 

Is it well to milk while the cow is 
eating? I have known cows to hold up 
their milk unless fed a mash at the time 
of milking. If she has formed such a 
habit, I believe it is better to allow the 
cow time to consume her full ration of 
food before commencing to milk her. 
This view is based on the theory that 
her milker has won her affection in 
place of her calf. He appeals to her, I 
believe, more effectively for the utmost 
production of milk of which she is ¢capa- 
ble, while her ottention is not occupied 
by her food. Such appeals are made, as 
I have said, by rapid milking, manipula- 
tions of the udder+and his manifest en- 
deavor to get all the milk that is possi- 
ble for her to produce. 

The number of days that should elapse 
before the commencement of an official 
test was discussed in the last issue of 
THe Wortp. I am more and more im- 
pressed that there should be no great 
haste after the cow calves to have her 
officially tested. It is well for the 
owner to continue her preparation as 
long as she increases the fat product 
of her milk. Every dairy farmer should 
own a “Babcock Test” and use it in 
studying the capacities of his cows. It 
is especially valuable during the prep- 
aration for official testing.

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Summary of official Records from 
Dec. 7to Dec. 28, 1905. 





It must not be overlooked that these 
records are made under the careful su- 
pervision of State agricultural colleges 
and experiment stations, and that their 
accuracy is vouched for by them; no 
private records are reported by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association. 

‘Unless otherwise mentioned, these rec- 
ords are for a period of seven consecu- 
tive days; and they are given in both 
pounds of milk and pounds of fat in or- 
der that the value of Holstein-Friesian 
milk for any purpose may be correctly 
estimated. Owing to the wonderful 
growth of our urban population, and 


the constantly increasing consumption of 
milk in city and village, the question of 
milk supply is of growing importance, 
and both from a sanitary and nutritive 
standpoint is attracting attention. 
From a nutritive standpoint the fat is 
the least valuable constituent of milk; 





it is the other valuable solids that fur- 
nish the material for growth of bone and 
muscle, and for nourishing the bodies of 
children and all young animals. In the 
proportion of these valuable solids not 
fat to the fat, the milk of no other breed 
equals that of the Holstein-Friesians. 
Again, milk, like every other article of 
diet, is valuable just in proportion to its 
digestibility; and in milk the digesti- 
bility depends both upon the proportion 
of the solids not fat to the fat and on 
the perfection of the emulsion. In H.-F. 
milk the fat particles are smaller than 
in the milk of other breeds, and the 
emulsion is so perfect that they do not 
separate and rise as cream so readily 
before distribution of the milk to con- 
sumers; thus making H.-F. milk the 
ideal milk both for the consumer in city, 
or village, and for the producer of milk 
for such consumption. 

During the period from Dec. 7th to 
Dee. 28th, 1905, records of 89 cows have 
been accepted; two of which were begun 
more than eight months after freshen- 
in. The averages by ages were as fol- 
lows:

484.5 Ibs. milk, and Johanna Rue De Kol 
16.599 lbs. fat from’478.1 Ibs. milk lead 
their respective divisions of the four- 
year-old class; and Betta Lyons Neth- 
erland, 14.113 Ibs. fat from 346.8 Ibs. 
milk, Johanna Theresa De Kol, 12.476 
lbs. fat from 359.1 Ibs. milk, Johanna 
Bonheur 2nd, 12.346 lbs. fat y aes 341.3 
Ibs. milk, and Mercedes Athenia Inka 
De Kol, 12.332 Ibs. fat from 347.4 Ibs. 
milk, are prominent in the two-year- 
old class. This quartette of two-year- 
olds make a notable showing; and the 
very remarkable record of Betta Lyons 
Netherland, surpassing the rest by al- 
most two pounds of fat, ought not to 
lessen the merits of the other three. 

As in last issue, it may again be profit- 
able to consider these 87 cows and heif- 
ers as one herd. We find that in one 
week the 87 animals produced 1,096.825 
Ibs. butter fat from 31,133.4 lbs. milk; 
showing an average for the herd of 3. 53 
per cent. fat. The average for each ani- 
mal was 12.607 Ibs. from 387.6 Ibs. milk, 
and ‘the record averaged 33 days from 
calving. This is about 51.1 lbs. milk and 
the equivalent of two and one-tenth 
pounds of best creamery butter per day.

The Nature of Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis is a specific infectious 
disease. It is specific because it is pro- 
duced by a single species of bacteria, 
and it is infectious because in order to 
have the disease this specific organism 
must get into the tissues. ‘Tuberculosis 
manifests itself differently in different 
species, but in all it is wsually slow in its 
development and of long duration. It 
differs from the diseases commonly 
known as infectious, such as tetanus or 
lockjaw in that it kills the individual by 
the destruction of tissues or organs 
necessary to the life of the individual 
and by a toxin. 

Starting with a tuberculous animal, 
the tubercle bacilli escape in the saliva 
and mucous from the mouth when the 
lungs or glands about the throat are 
diseased and discharging. They escape 
with the intestinal contents when the 
tuberculous lesions are in the intestine 
and discharging. If the lesions are in 


glands that are discharging through the 


skin, the bacilli escape in that way. If 
the udder is tuberculosis, they leave the 
body in the milk. After the bacilli leave 
the body they appear to be destroyed in 


a short time if they are exposed to the 
light. If they are dricd they die in a 
comparatively short time. If, however, 
when they escape from one diseased ani- 
mal they fall into some dark place, some 
crevice from which the light is shut off 
or where there may be more or less 
moisture they may live for a very long 
time. 

Healthy cattle get these bacilli from 
licking a manger in which a tuberculous 
animal has dribbled, or drinking from a 
watering trough from which a_tuber- 
culous animal that was discharging tu- 
bercle bacilli in the saliva has drunk 
and who has left some of the saliva on 
the surface of the water, or when healthy 
animals are licking the noses of those 
that are infected. When the bacilli 
get into the healthy cattle by any of 
these means they find their way into 
the digestive tract. directly or they may 
be lodged in the mucous membrane of 
the mouth, from whence they are car- 
ried by the lymph or blood into the 
near-by glands. They may be taken di- 
rectly into the lungs. The time that 
elapses between the entrance of the 
bacilli into the body and the develop- 
ment of a little tubercle is known as the 
period of incubation. With many dis- 
eases, such as diphtheria, the length of 
this period of incubation is short and 
rather constant, but with tuberculosis it 
varies from a few days or weeks to many 
months. 

When the tubercle bacilli begins to 
multiply certain cells of the body gather 
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around these bacilli in an apparent effort. 


to prevent their spreading to other parts 
of the body, but when the bacilli are 
successful they continue to invade these 
cells and the tisues are destroyed, that 
is, they become dead and disintegrated. 
Finally, the bacilli get into the lym- 
phatics and are carried to other parts of 
the body, and the same process is re- 
peated. If these bacilli are distributed 
in organs that are not immediately 
vital to the health of the individual 
large numbers of the tubercles may de- 
velop and the animal still appear to be 
well. But if they are distributed in 
vital organs where they destroy the tis- 
sues, such as in the kidney, liver or 
lungs, the animal shows symptoms of 
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shows evidence of disease and is killed, 
or it may die, and upon examination it 
is found to have very few, perhaps only 
one, tuberculous area, but it is in a part 
that is very vital to the animal. Some- 
times it happens that large numbers of 
the tubercle bacilli escape from the first 
tubercles that are formed into the blood 
vessels and are carried and thickly scat- 
tered in the different organs of the body, 
where they multiply, each bacillus start- 
ing a new tubercle. This condition is 
known as generalized tuberculosis or 
quick consumption. 

The length of time that it requires 
for the development of these lesions 
varies. In some cases it runs a rapidly 
fatal coure, lasting but a few months.

In others it may require years for the 
disease to destroy the animal, and in 
many instances the disease becomes 
chronic, ceases to spread, but remains a 
menace to the animal. 

The study of tuberculosis in cattle has 
shown that while in a larger number of 
cases the disease may become chronic 
there are sure to be some cases in which 
it becomes extensive and the bacilli are 
discharged so that the animal becomes 
a source of infection for very many ani- 
mals. The rapidity with which tuber- 
culosis spreads among cattle when it is 
once introduced is surprising. In 1904 
some careful observations were made in 
Norway, where it was found that in one 
year 5 per cent. of the cattle in 810 
farms became infected. 

One of the most serious channels of 
infection and means by which the dis- 
ease is extended in a herd is by feeding 
the milk of the tuberculous cows to 
calves. The results of the observations 
that have been made show that at some 
time in the course of the disease about 
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15 per cent. of tuberculous cows will 
have tubercle bacilli in their milk. It is 
well known that calves and pigs fed upon 
this milk frequently contract tubercu- 
losis, and there is strong circumstantial 
evidence that many children have been 
likewise infected. 

From what has been said it is evident 
that it is mpossble for a veternarian to 
detect the presence of tuberculosis in 
cattle, excepting when the lesions are in 
external glands, or the disease is far ad- 
vanced. By the use of tuberculin, how- 
ever, it is possible to detect the pres- 
ence of this disease when it exists even 
ina single small tubercle. By this means, 
therefore, we are able to pick out the 
animals that are infected and thus pro- 
tect the uninfected. Tuberculosis is a 
very destructive disease of cattle as well 
as of man, and no one can afford to al- 
low it to exist in his dairy.

Under the headlines, 


Blind Leaders “Poor Milk Being 
of the Blind. Used—The Milk from 
Holsteins Cannot Reach 
the Standard—Much of It is Being 
Used in Akron,” the Cleveland Press 
prints the following: 
““The State allows the standard ot 
milk used to be too low,’ said Sanitary 
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Policeman Hoye. ‘Poor milk is being 
used in Akron today, but it is out of 
our power to act. The milk dealers 
have their milk so it just reaches the 
standard and no more. This standard 
should be raised so that people could 
be assured of better milk. We are con- 
tinually inspecting milk, but seldom find 
any that is better than the standard re- 
quired. It is a shame that the people 
cannot be better protected in this line.’ 
“Hoye says that milk from Holstein 
cows cannot reach the standard. The 
quality of fat is too poor and contains 
little nourishment. ‘This kind of cow 
is more for quantity than for quality. 
The milk of a Holstein cow should not 


be peddled in Akron. There is now too 


-much Holstein milk being used here.” 


Here is a clear case of the blind lead- 
ing the blind. What does this inspector, 
Hoye, know about milk? Evidently 
what he recollects from his nursing 
days, and no more. 

In regard to the headline statement 
that milk from Holsteins cannot reach 
the standard, we quote from Superin- 
tendent Gardner's report of official rec- 
ord from November 3d to December 
6th, published in the January Ist issue 
of the HoisteEts-FriESIAN Wortp: “The 
per cent. of fat is given to make the re- 
port as complete as posible, and to show 
that H.-F. milk, even with the average 
large yields, averages more than Io per 
cent. above the legal standard of re- 
quirements in the dairy States.” 

Hoye is quoted as saying: “The milk 
dealers have their milk so it just reaches 
the standard and no more.” But why 
should it be higher than the standard? 
It is the height of simplicity to expect 
it. The trouble is not that the standard 
is not ‘high enough, but it consists in 
the attempt to make an arbitrary stand- 
ard for a natural wholesome product; 
in trying to regulate nature by a statute. 


It is an attempt to sweep back the in- 
coming tide with a broom. What is 


needed is not legal standards, but laws 
prohibiting adulteratiin—adding to or 
taking from in any way whatsoever. 
Quality and price will be regulated, as 
in other commodities, by supply and de- 
mand. 

Suppose that a standard for butter fat 
in commercial milk could be established 
that would shut out Holstein milk, what 





would be the result? Take New York 
City fir example. Her daily consump- 
tion of milk is .78 of a pint per capita, 
and yet with this meagre consumption 
she is reaching out and gathering milk 
from a radius of over 200 miles. With 
Holstein milk shut out, the price would 
reach fabulous figures, and only the 
wealthy could afford the luxury. Surely 
no sane man should advocate such a 
policy. 

But this article says: “The quality of 
fat [of Holstein milk] is too poor and 
contains little nourishment.” This is a 
new one on us. The volatile and non- 
volatile oils that go to make up butter 
fat may vary slightly, but not so as to 
effect nutritive values. It should be 
known, at least to milk inspectors, that 
butter fat contains very little of nutri- 
tive value. Its function is heat produc- 
ing, and contributes practically nothing 
to nourishing and building up of muscle, 
bone and nerve fibers. The valuable 
nourishing elements in milk are found 
in the solids not fat, and it is well 
known among scientists who have in- 
vestigated the swbhject that the fat in 
milk containing an abnormally high per 
cent. of fat is less finely emulsified, and 
therefore less digestible; that it is not 
only less digestible itself, but that it also 
retards the digestion of the solids not 
fat. Thus Inspector Hoye in his cul- 
pable ignorance would exclude Holstein 
milk, the most digestible, the most 
wholesome, the most nutritious milk 
produced by any breed. Here is a case 
of the blind leading the blind not alone 
to their own destruction but to the in- 
jury of others. Mr. Hoye, as well as 
all other inspectors, should read the arti- 
cles recently published in the Hotstr1n- 
FRriEstAN Wortp by W. C. Huntington, 
M. D., of Howell, Mich., and S. Tiller 
on “Vitality in Milk.” 

We recently had the pleasure of meet- 
ing Samuel A, Robinson, a retired phy- 
sician from New York City, who, in 
search of health, has purchased a fine 


farm at Covesville, Albemarle county, 


Virginia, and from conscientious mo- 
tives is stocking it with the best pure- 
bred Holsteins that money can purchase. 
He intends to push the Holsteins to the 
front in ‘Virginia. 

Dr. Robinson says that his knowledge 
of the value of Holstein milk has been 
































acquired during ‘his long medical prac- 
tice in the metropolis; and he affirms 
that children have died in ‘New York 
City from being fed on Jersey milk, that 
their parents would have given a million 
dollars to have saved; that he had found 
it necessary in his practice actually to 
forbid the use of such milk in the case 
of delicate children. 

What more is necessary to prove that 
such men as Hoye are monumental ex- 
amples of blind leaders of the blind?

Animal Gushandry.

Dear Sir: Will you please answer 
the following questions for publication 
in the H.-F. Wortp? How would you 
feed Holstein calves from time of birth 
until weaning time—that is, how long 
would you feed new milk, and how 
much; and how much skim milk, and 
what kinds of grain? Would you turn 
calves dropped in the spring out in 
pasture the first summer? How would 
you feed two-year-old heifers for official 
test that will freshen in May and be 
tested the last of May or first of June? 
They will have good feed in pasture 
and good water. Please tell me what 
grains and how much to feed, and how 
to care for them.

Answer: 


In raising a calf the object sought is 
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the development of a strong, healthy 
body, with well developed and vigorous 
vital organs. With a well-born and 
well-developed healthy calf this will best 
be secured by such treatment as will 
secure a steady vigorous growth. This 
may be done in a variety of ways and 
with various foods, but in dairy districts 
skimmed milk is undoubtedly the basis 
of economical calf rearing. A vigorous 
calf need not have whole milk for more 
than two weeks, and if whole milk is 
very scarce the change may perhaps be 
made even sooner. In any case the 
change should be made gradually. 
While on whole ntilk the calf will need 
from three to five quarts twice a day, 
and the amount should not be increased 
on skimmed milk till the calf is fully 
accustomed to the change. It is of ad- 
vantage to feed the skimmed milk 
sweet and fresh, particularly while the 
calf is young, but the milk may be fed 
cold, and even sour, without particular 
detriment, provided it is always in the 
same condition and is fed with regu- 
larity as to time. Irregular feeding 
sometimes with cold and sometimes with 
warm milk—that is, sometimes sour and 
sometimes not—is responsible for more 
trouble in raising calves than anything 
else. As the calf grows the amount of 
skimmed milk may be increased, till at 
six weeks old it may have all that it 
will drink readily twice a day, care be- 
ing taken that at the first signs of un- 
due looseness of the bowels the milk 
is cuickly reduced. As soon os the calf 
shows any inclination for dry food, 
which will be at about three weeks old, 
it should be supplied and encouraged 
to eat at will. For this there is nothing 
better than early cut clover or rowen or 
alfalfa hay. Besides the hay it should 
have some grain constantly supplied to 
it, and for this whole oats and bran, 
equal parts by weight, is as good as 
anything, though some prefer three parts 
bran, three parts ground oats, three 
parts cornmeal and one part linseed oil 
meal. If the supply of skimmed milk 
is abundant, it will pay to keep feeding 
it till the calf is six or eight months 
old, and by all means a spring calf 
should not go to pasture the first sum- 
mer. 

The two-year-old heifers that 
calve in the spring should be gener- 
ously fed now; they should have all the 
good clover or mixed hay they will eat, 
and if they do not get in good condition 
they should be given enough bran or 
middlings to make them thrive well. If 
roots are available, half a peck to a 
peck per day will be very useful and 
will do much toward developing milk 
secretion without danger of inflamma- 
tion. If roots are not available, linseed 
oilmeal should be added to the grain 
ration to the extent of one-third to one- 
half pound per day. When the heifers 


are to 
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come to be tested they will have abund- 
ant pasture. In addition to the pasture 
the grain ration may be made up in a 
variety of ways. Only one thing need 
be looked out for, and that is that it 
shall not be too concentrated or 
“heavy ;” for this reason it is not well 
to use more than one-third by weight 
of “heavy” grains like cornmeal, cotton- 
seed meal or buckwheat middlings. 
Once this is looked out for the heifers 
may have all they will eat, taking care 
to begin with a small amount and to in- 
crease slowly, so as not to get them off 
feed. In feeding for a test there is more 
danger of getting animals off feed by a 
too rapid increase of the ration than 
there is of injury to the digestive or- 


gans from an improper combination of 
foods.
